of corn and cob and oil men I and 
many of the pigs were born dead. This 
was about what might hare been ex­ 
pected, the ration being badly out >f 
whack, heating and fat forming rather 
than cooling and bone and muscle 
forming. 
The oilmeal should have 
been replaced with barley, beans or 
peas, while oats and bran should hare 
taken the place of the corn and cob 
meal. The feeder simply made a mis­ 
take and got the ration for the fatten­ 
ing shotes into the brood sow trough. 


HOL DI NG T H E 
CROP. 
The tiller of the soil who is so sit­ 
uated that he inn hold his crop has 
a decided advantage over his fellow 
producer who cannot do so. 
It Is a 
well known fact that the middleman, 
quite generally comprising wholesalers 
and commission men. like to get con­ 
trol of Just as large a percentage of 
the supply of any product as possible 
and as soon as may tie after It is fit 
or ready for market. 
This enables 
them to control the supply, while there 
accrues the added advantage of buy­ 
ing at the low* prtoes which so often 
prevail whee the many who cannot 
hold their product throw it on the 
market. 
It Is a m atter of mere ob­ 
servation that unless starting prices are 
abnormally high they advance m ateri­ 
ally as soon as the bulk of any com­ 
modity is out of the producers’ hands 
It is on this account that a hand to 
mouth policy In the m atter of market­ 
ing stuff la to be discouraged, unless 
prices prevailing ara unusually high. 
The adoption of this plan usually re­ 
sults In an Increased prfc^e for grain, 
for some fruits and vegetables and 
often In the cane of farm animals. To 
put it in another way, the suggestion 
may be made somewhat clearer by 
saying that one should endeavor to so 
equip himself that he shall not be a 
victim of the market circumstances 
which may happen to prevail at any 
given time

Tb** Nebraska experiment station has 
lately issued bulletin No. 109, telling 
of crop production at the substation In 
North Platte, in western Nebraska, 
aftd the principles of cultivation which 
were followed in the ex pertinents. The 
annual rainfall at tills point for thirty- 
four years past 
has averaged 18.8 
Inches, which places it well within the 
semi arid belt. 
< hi the experimental 
plots during the years 1907 and li*»8 
the yields for winter wheat ranged 
fr«*ai 20.S5 to cc;0 bushels per a* re, of 
spring wheat from 22.0 to 40.5, **f uats 
from 24 to 8*2.3 and of barley from 
10.20 to 07.7 bushels jH*r a< re. 
Spring 
emmer yielded from 25 to .52.5 bushels 
and varieties of cora suited to the 
country from 25 to 5m bushels per acre. 
The methods of handling the land wer» 
surface cultivation, clean summer til­ 
lage or summer fallow and subsurface 
packing. 
By means of summer tillage 
it found that fully eight Inches of 
water whleh the plants could use 
might la* stored In the soil under aver­ 
age conditions. 
As a means of prepar­ 
ing the seed bod for winter wheat this 
method is filch’- recommended. 


In England there are farms which 
have tieen cropped continuously for 
hundreds of years which are today 
giving larger crop returns than at the 
beginning, in some instances two and 
a half times the yield. This has been 
possible as a result of the English­ 
man’s recognition that the soil Is a 
crop manufacturing plant and that to 
give generous returns it must be sup­ 
plied with the necessary fertilizing 
elements from which to give returns 
It would be Just as reasonable to ex­ 
pect a steam power plant to give effec 
tlve pressure without fuel or water as 
the land to produce crops without con­ 
serving the fertilizing elements It con­ 
tains and supplying such as are con­ 
sumed in the crop grow^wf process.
